os the springtime deepens into summer, many a wo- 

man’s thoughts turn to the country outing, and the 
healthy outdoor life that her children, or the little ones 
intrusted to her care will enjoy during the warm summer 
days. Other women, looking out beyond their own cir- 
cle of loving interest, see. the children of the poor, and 
wonder where their play time will be spent. To meet 
this necd for a development of the child in the crowded, 
hot cities, play grounds for poor children have been es- 
tablished in many cities. The idea originated in Berlin, 
in 1885, in the sand gardens of that city. From thence 
it spread over Germany, to Switzerland, Scandinavia, 
England, Scotland, Japan, and America. The first play 
ground in America was established in Boston, in 1886; 
but the idea did not take strong hold on the American mind 
until 1898, when the New York City School Board 
opened its play grounds. In 1905, New York City spent 
two million dollars, and Chicago four million dollars on 
their play grounds. New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago, St. Louis, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Denver, 
Grand Rapids, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Toledo, Buffalo, Syracuse, Rochester, Albany, 
Newark, Jersey City, Baltimore, Pittsburg, New Haven, 
Worcester, Providence, Lowell, Cambridge, Portland, 
and Louisville, are cities known to maintain play grounds. 
It may interest Southern women to know that the 


Civic Club of Charleston, S. C., conducted a public play | 


ground in that city during the year of 1900, and carried it 


on entirely through the work of its thirty-five individual 
members. They failed to secure the interest and co-op- - 


eration of the School Board of that city, however, and 
for lack of means were obliged to give up an undertaking 
which was received with the greatest favor and appre- 
ciation by the children of the upper wards of that city. 
Washington City is now striving to have a series of 
play grounds introduced into its city system, and it is in 
be hoped that the men and women who have matter ot 
charge may bring it to a successful completion. There 
is nO more satisfactory work for a Civic Club than this 
patronage of a play ground, an idea which strikes at the 


root of the entire question of Civics, for it deals with the 


welfare and development of the child, the citizen of the 
future and the heir of all our civilization and progress. 


HE Colonial Dames of America, numbering about 5,000 

j women, were in biennial session in Washington, D. 
C., May tst. There are thirteen Colonial so- 
cieties and twenty non-Colonial societies represented in 
their biennial conferences. The officers of the National

‘The 
practical work is the collecting and mounting pictures into 
portfolios for distribution in tne public schools. | 

Mrs. A. B. Kimball presented the report of the Re- 
viewers’ Club of Greensboro. | 

The Round Table of Greensboro sent no report. 

Mrs. D. Y. Cooper read the report of the Tuesday Club of 
Henderson. This is the oldest club in the Federation. 
They work in three departments—Library Extension, Ed- 
ucation and Village Improvement, but are primarily a study 
club.

Of the Statesville Clubs the Eclectic, a study club, was

A PROTEST. 

(The President of the U. D. C., Mrs. Henderson, has issued a 
circular of protest against the claims made by the Southern I[n- 
dustrial Educational Association on the work of the U .D. C, The 
circular has been mailed to all Chapters of the U. D. C. and the 
following article by Mrs. D. A. S. Vaught, second Vice-President, 
U. D. C throws considerable light upon the discussion,) 


TTENTION has been called to the wide spread claim 
made by the managers of the “Southern Industrial 
Educational Association,’ that it is a work which should 


be taken up and supported by the United Daughters of the 


Confederacy, and the statement that it would be “The vital 
question at the next Convention of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, Gulfport, November 14, 1906.” 

Let us examine into this question, which, touching on the 
improvement and education of a portion of the people of our 
Country, merits careful consideration. 

It must be promised, however, by the statement that no col- 
lege or other institution, outside of the order, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, is authorized to assert that its work 
is the work of the United Daughters of the Confederacy. — 
The order has not even been approached on the subject, either 
at its Convention, or through its Executive Committee, nor has 
this Association any authority to assert that “the matter of the 
Southern Industrial Educational Association wil] be the vital 
question at the approaching Convention United Daughters 
of the Confederacy.” The questions which come up for con- 
sideration at these Conventions, touching upon the work of 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy and specified in the 
Constitution as historical, educational, memorial, benevolent, 
and social, are interpreted by the officers and consecrated by 


precedent and custom as relating to the Confederacy : historical 


and educational as scanning the pages placed before the eyes 
of all readers, but especially children, and preserving the ac- 
counts of brave deeds; Memorial on somewhat the same lines, 
with the addition of illustrative and commemorative monu- 
ments ; educational,also, the latter extending the sphere of use- 
fulness to the education of descendants of the Veterans and 
other patriots of the ‘sixties, and the establishment of chairs of 
history, and scholarships in the names of our heroes. These 
are linked with the benevolent and memoria] features, forming 
a close and perfect chain, whose object is to preserve, honor, 
and protect the memories and families of the patriotic parti- 
cipants in the war of 61-65. The social feature touches the 
benevolent, as it includes visits to sisters in distress, and when 
strangers. 

The work of the United Daughters of the Confederacy is 
patriotic on all lines; as individuals they engage in local civic 
societies for the improvement of town and country, frequently 
endorsed by their Chapters. 

Thus it will be seen that if the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy attend strictly and conscientiously to the work 
laid upon them by the rules of the Order, they will do all - 
that patriotic Southern woman can and should do. 

The Southern Industrial Educational Association, judging 
ftom the circular sent abroad, proposes to establish missions 
for teaching and elevating the illiterate whites of the Squthern 
country, especially those in the mountains of Tennessee and 
North Carolina and Georgia and Alabama. To accomplish this a 
considerable central office establishment is to be provided in 
Washington, and this central executive body, which is not 
even situated on Southern soil, is to direct the policy, receive 
the contributions and subscriptions, ‘and regulate the work 
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among the mountaineers and other illiterates in country and 
city. 


The impropriety of the great and wide ceed Order of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy becoming auxiliary to 
this association is apparent and its is hoped that no Divisions 
and Chapters have agreed to become auxiliaries to this or any 
other order or association. 

The writer is authorized to voice the views of the President 
of the United Daughters of the Confederacy in this, that all 
success is wished to this most worthy cause, and any mem- 
bers of the United Daughters of the Confederacy subscribing 
as individuals will be assisting a good work. | 

The wish to elevate and educate the illiterate whites of the 
Southern Country is a great and most praiseworthy one. As 
to whether the plan of establishing a central office, sending 
out missionaries, is feasible or even practical, is a question 
calling for more research than the writer is prepared,.or con- 
sidering the question in its relation to the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, is called upon to undertake. The ‘point at 
issue is, whether this is work for the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy to adopt as its main or minor object. 

The Louisiana Division feels that it is not, and the exe- 
cutive committee, United Daughters of the Confederacy feels 
that unjustified and unauthorized use has been made of the 
name of the Order in advertising the Association and inviting 
subscriptions. 


At the recent Re-union of the United Sons of Conlederate 


Veterans, that Association declined to take it up. A recent 
circular issued by the Southern Industrial Educational As- 


sociation withdraws the statement that the District of Columbia 


Division, and the Bates Chapter of Nashville subscribed as 

auxiliaries to their Association, as a Division and a Chapter. 
The conclusion reached is, therefore, that it cannot be con- 

sidered the work of the United Daughters of the Confederacy 


either as to general Order, Divisions or Chapters.

BOOK REVIEWS 


“Map oF ATHENS,” by Lafayette McLaws, is meeting with great 
popularity. Miss McLaws is a native of Georgia and at present 
one of the coterie of Southern literary workers living in New York 
City. She was born in Augusta, Ga., less than 30 years ago and 
was educated at home and in private schools. In 1901 Miss Mc- 
Laws published “When the Land was Young,” a popular romance 
of the days when Englishmen and Spaniards fought for the 
Florida borders. This was followed by “Jezebel.” In the “Maid 
of Athens,’ the author gives us a romance of great charm, 
dealing with the love of “Byron” for “Thyrza,” the “Maid of Athens.” 
The booktis fullyof sentiment and passion, showing the emotional side 
of Byron’s complex character. The book is intensely interesting 
and after reading it the poem “Maid of Athens” will always have 
a different significance. Miss McLaws is to be congratulated 


upon her successful handling of this novel.

written. The discussion of psychological and physiological prob- 
lems are offensive to the taste of refined and gently bred women, 
and time is absolutely wasted in reading this book .
